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DETAILED ACTION 



1. This application contains sequence disclosures that are encompassed by the definitions for nucleotide 
and/or amino acid sequences set forth in 37 CFR 1.821(a)(1) and (a)(2). However, this application fails 
to comply with the requirements of 37 CFR 1.821 through 1.825 for the reason(s) set forth on the 
attached Notice To Comply With Requirements For Patent Applications Containing Nucleotide Sequence 
And/Or Amino Acid Sequence Disclosures. 

2. This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species of the claimed 
invention, i.e, antibodies which block binding of a first type I interferon to IFNAR2 and do not block 
the binding of a second type I interferon to IFNAR2, wherein the first type I interferon is:
